Preliminary to any action on the merits, Applicants respectfully request the 
following changes be made: 

In the Claims: 

Please add the following claims: 

2. (new) The footwear of claim 1, further comprising at least one strap formed of 
said material extending from at least one of a medial side and lateral side of a throat 
region of said upper, wherein said at least one strap is removably fastened to said portion 
of said upper located on the other of said medial side and said lateral side. 

3. (new) The footwear of claim 2, wherein said at least one strap is formed as a 
unitary structure with said portion of said upper comprising at least a portion of said 
throat region of said upper from which said at least one strap extends. 

4. (new) The footwear of claim 2, wherein at least two straps extend from said 
throat region of said upper with at least one strap extending from said medial side and 
one strap extending from said lateral side. 
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5. (new) The footwear of claim 1, wherein said portion of said upper substantially 
comprises said throat region of said upper. 

6. (new) The footwear of claim 5, wherein said portion of said upper substantially 
comprises a region extending from said throat region to said sole of said upper. 

7. (new) The footwear of claim 6, wherein said portion of said upper substantially 
comprises the entire upper. 

8. (new) The footwear of claim 2, further comprising at least one heel strap 
extending from said portion of said upper on at least one of said medial and lateral sides, 
wherein said at least one heel strap extends behind the heel of a wearer and is removably 
fastened to said portion of upper of said footwear on the other of said medial and lateral 
sides. 

9. (new) The footwear of claim 8, wherein at least one heel strap is removably 
fastened behind the heel of a wearer of said footwear to at least another heel strap from 
the other of said medial and lateral sides. 

10. (new) The footwear of claim 1, wherein said material is a single-ply material. 


1 1 . (new) Footwear comprising: 
a sole, 
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an upper having a medial side and lateral side attached to said sole of which at 
least a portion of said upper comprises a material with a first side and a second side, said 
first side comprising a plurality of hooks and said second side of said material 
comprising a pile, 

at least one strap formed of said material extending from at least one of said 
medial side and lateral side of said upper and removably fastened to said portion of said 
upper located on the other of said medial side and said lateral side of said upper. 

12. (new) The footwear of claim 1 1, wherein said at least one strap is formed as a 
unitary structure with said portion of said upper comprising at least said throat region on 
said side from which said at least one strap extends. 

13. (new) The footwear of claim 11, wherein at least two straps extend from said 
throat region of said upper with at least one strap extending from said medial side and 
one strap extending from said lateral side. 

14. (new)The footwear of claim 11, wherein said portion of said upper 
substantially comprises said throat region of said upper. 

15. (new) The footwear of claim 14, wherein said portion of said upper 
substantially comprises a region extending from said throat region to said sole of said 
upper. 
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16. (new) The footwear of claim 15, wherein said portion of said upper 
substantially comprises the entire upper. 

17. (new) The footwear of claim 11, further comprising at least one heel strap 
extending from said portion of said upper on at least one of said medial and lateral sides, 
wherein said at least one heel strap extends behind the heel of a wearer and is removably 
fastened to said portion of upper of said footwear on the other of said medial and lateral 
sides. 

18. (new) The footwear of claim 17, wherein at least one heel strap is removably 
fastened behind the heel of a wearer of said footwear to at least another heel strap from 
the other of said medial and lateral sides. 

19. (new) The footwear of claim 11, wherein said material is a single-ply 
material. 

20. (new) An article of clothing comprising: 

an area with an opening for entrance and enclosure of at least a portion of a 

human, 

wherein at least a portion of said area comprises a material with a first side and a 
second side, said first side comprising a plurality of hooks and said second side 
comprising a pile, 

whereby said first and second side are removably fastened to close said area. 
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21 . (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said area is an arm cuff. 

22. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said area is a leg cuff. 

23. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said area is a waistband. 

24. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said portion of said area 
comprises a first end and a second end of said area, wherein said first end wraps around 
said portion of said human and is removably fastened to said second end. 

25. (new) The article of clothing of claim 24, wherein said area further comprises 
a slot through which one of said first and second ends extends and is removably fastened 
to said other of first and second ends. 

26. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said area entirely 
comprises a single piece of said material. 

27. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said area is a front portion 
of an article of clothing. 

28. (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said article of clothing is a 

shirt. 
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29. (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said article of clothing is a 

jacket. 

30. (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said article of clothing is 

pants. 

31 . (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said article of clothing is 

shorts. 

32. (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said front portion 
comprises a left side and a right side, wherein at least one strap formed of said material 
extends from at least one of said left side and right side of said front portion and is 
removably fastened to said portion of said area located on the other of said right side and 
said left side. 

33. (new) The article of clothing of claim 32, wherein said at least one strap is 
formed as a unitary structure with said portion of said area from which said at least one 
strap extends. 


34. (new) The article of clothing of claim 32, wherein at least two straps extend 
from said area with at least one strap extending from said left side and one strap 
extending from said right side. 
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35. (new) The article of clothing of claim 27, wherein said portion of said area 
substantially comprises all of said front portion of said article of clothing. 


36. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said portion of said area 
substantially comprises the entire article of clothing. 


37. (new) The article of clothing of claim 20, wherein said material is a single-ply 
material.
